ment for its violation, of pledges and its acls of aggression against the Belgians 
and their American saviors. 


For sharpness of language there has been no official document issued by this 


government during the entire course of the war which equals it.

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THE GOVERNOR'S MESSAGE. 


Governor Stephens' message to the legislature is 


also a message to all the, people of California and 
it covers very important subjects. The Governor 
addresses himself to live issues and to essentials 
with, admirable directness and a minimum of adula- 
tory digression. 


California's relation to the present international 


crisis necessarily took first place in the Governor's 
consideration of the problems before the legisla- 
ture. His warning to make ready for any emerg- 
ency must not go unheeded unless the people are 
willing to assume the big risk of having to learn 
the lesson of preparedness through, suffering. 


"It is clearly manifest that should war ensue 


we must he prepared not only to contribute our 
just share to the protection of the whole nation, 
but"'we' must from our own resources stoutly de- 
fend our borders against invasion. As Americans 
we. must, suffer, no hostile step upon our soil." In 
this statement Governor Stephens described the 
duty of.the legislature and the people and showed a 
full appreciation of the perils which confront this 
-ftate. 


It is necessary lo reinforce our patriotism with 


•slficiency, the Governor warned, and .he recoin- 
jtwenaed that close attention be given to preparation 
of the individual for military service and the mobil- 
ization of the State's resources. Impending events

(itariu, we must recognize the gravity of the situa- 
llon aiifl be -prepared for prompt and vigorous 
action."'

AT THE MEECY OF A MONO PC LY. 


Here is another message from Japan. Freight 


rates from Hongkong, China, to the Pacific Coast 
of the United States have been advanced 25 per- 
cent, with the two exceptions of rice and silk. 
Freight on rice has been increased 50 percent, and 
silk comes in at: the old rate. .Rice, which has in 
the past been transported across the Pacific for $10 
a ton, will now have to pay §15, which will provide 
an excuse for dealers to make an equal or larger 
increase in the retail price. We are now buying 
large quantities of Asiatic rice and-the-new freights 
will mean that importers in the United States will 
have to make largely increased payments. 


The principal reason given for raising shipping 


rates in the Pacific is that it is necessary to shut 
out much cheap cargo from Oriental ports. Rice 
is in demand and must be had at almost any price, 
so the rate is raised $5 a ton. Other expensive 
items, necessary to American consumers, are to 
have the right of way, hut at increased cost.. The 
cheaper cargo is to remain at home, it goes into' 
the local market and reduces living costs'there,! 
tvhiic living in the United States is increased. 


This economic adjustment, the short end of which 


is held by the United States, has been dictaied by 
the trans-Pacific shipping'Conference, an organixa- 
tion composed of the following shipping companies:!' 
Nippon 'Yuseu Kaisha, Osaka Shoseii Kaisha, Toyo 
Kisen Kaisha, Ocean Steamship Company, Java- 
Ghina-Japan Line, Bank Line, Canadian Pacific 
Ocean Service, China Mail Steamship Company,; 
China Mutual Steam Navigation Company, Eoyal 
Mail Steam Packet Company and Frank Water- 
house Company. 
Japanese lines control seventy- 


five percent of the traffic to the United States. 
They are the dominating element in this conference 
with the steamship lines of Japan's political and 
military ally, Great Britain. 


This latest movement of the Japanese shipping 


monopoly is not (he only move against the interest 
of the United States.

in tho Santa Clara, valley, heralding the 
udvcril of spring and the promise of a 
bountiful harvest with the coming of 
fall, was celebrated here today by the 
residents from nil .sections of the valley. 
Dr. Hay Lyrmm Wilbur, president of 
Leland Stanford Jr. University, was to 
deliver an address on ""The International 
Questions Confronting America." 
This was the seventeenth annual blos- 
som festival. 
fThe first was held while 
Saratoga still was a rambling village in 
the midst of a thinly populated section 
of tho state. 
The transition of the vil- 
Inge from a little sleepy lumbering camp 
to the center of one of the Important 
fruit growing sections has been the evo- 
lution of the Vxst decade. 
The first Blossom Festival took place 
a score of years ago when the Rev. Ed- 
win Sidney Williams gathered a few of 
his flock together nnd gave thanks foi- 
the bountiful fruit harvest promised for 
that year.

W.hen properly kneaded it is dusted 
with flour and placed in still another 
machine thai rolls it out into a ihin 
blanket.

same result as the housewife's rolling 
pin. 
The thin blanket of dough is 


carried on an endless belt to the 
cracker machine that cuts the shape 
of the cracker, punches the minute 
holes 'and throws them out on long 
ihin paddles ready 
for 
the oven. 


These paddles are handled by men 
called "peelers" ivho deftly handle 
a half hundred crackers to a paddle. 
The dough is slipped off the paddles 
onto a long shelf that is slowly re- 
volving in a tremendous oven. These 
shelves, twelve in number, are built 
on the order of a "Ferris wheel," 
and by the lime the shelves make one 
revolution ihe crackers are baked. 


Six men are continually pulling 


ihc dough onlo ihe shelves and lak- 
ing off "ready to eal" crackers. 


No time is lost, from ihe lime ihe 


hot crisp squares are lakcn from ihe 
oven lo ihe lime they neatly repose in 
the clean Waxed papered pasteboard 
boxes.
